“‘Gontrol’’ Through Monopoly. 
After months spent in studying the liquor 
selling systems in force in other provinces, the 
Ferguson government has brought in a bill 
to legalize the sale of intoxicants in Ontario. 
Jt is to be supposed that the measure has been 
divafted after an examination of the systems 1n 
operation in British Columbia, Alberta, Sas 
katchewan, Manitoba and Quebee, and that it 
represents an attempt to exclude weaknesses 
which have been found to exist in these. 

The Ontario Government is going the whole 
way in the matter of control. It is taking to 
itself a monopoly in the sale of liquor of all 
kinds, ‘‘real’’ beer included Brewers end 
distillers may sell only to the Commission. The 
eonsumer may buy only from the Commission 
There is to be no sale by the glass or bottle; 
nor consumption in public places. There is to 
he no importing of liquor by consumers. Sales 
are to be made from Government stores only, 
and only to holders of permits. The Commis- 
sion will not even deliver purchases. The 
buyer will pay over his money and carry away 
the goods; though he is apparently to be al- 
lowed to buy all he can take away
